eoatfnrof ro to the eve of e aieelro* we will not aeerororlly eroeot 
to receive the trelaiag report before giving final approval to the 
aieeiofu It eheuld, however, he forwarded ae aero ee preotleable. 
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d, Once an agent has bean recruited, tha officer handling should 
submit regular report® giving all pertinent details of hie 
development or deterioration (as the ease may be ) , including 
moral®, security or insecurity, continued motivation or lack of 
it— in other words a continuing evaluation of the individuals 
involved. Theee reports can be merged with the monthly OBHIiNT 
report requested in SGAW-3370, or handled separately as proposed 
in SGAA- 7956 . The reports reeeivsd for the 15 Deceraber-15 January 
are an excellent beginning but we would still like to see even sore 
detail on the various agents. 

5. MkUrattgn ama, %peps& 

From paragraph 3 it should be apparent that headquarters * views on air 
operations have changed somewhat as a result of recent experience. While there 
is no outright ban on the air-drop of supplies or agents to reception parties, 
we feed that this method should be restricted to operations of high priority 
where without it the project could not be mounted* We continue (as we believe 
the field does too) to feel that blind drops are too uncertain to be undertaken 
except in extremely urgent cases, if ever. However, if tha emphasis is placed 
on operations of short duration, as proposed above, our teams would naturally 
be less dependent on air re- supply. If, nevertheless, air operations to fixed 
points in Albanian territory are proposed, they will be subject to the same 
rule® recently laid down for similar operations by other branches of the division, 
l.e. , headquarters will not approve such a mission unless It is in possession of 
an up-to-date security log of the entire operation, making possible a considered 
appraisal of the security factors, based on all available evidenoe. 

®hat follows is put forward in full realisation of the fact that the field 
has more information than headquarters on the potentialities of available agents 
and that various possibilities are known to you which have not yet bean reported, 
le make the following proposals, therefore, as suggestions of the type of projects 
we have in mind and as Illustrations of our thinking rather than as firm 
recommendations* 

a. A means of communication other than W/T is of first importance if w© 
center our objectives on the recruitment of permanent resident agents. 

W/T, while it has many advantages, also requires the mounting and 
maintenance of teams to support it and is therefore subject to all 
the risks and uncertainty which beset team activities. We therefore 
consider a matter of considerable urgency the problem of recruiting 
one or more live drops in the border area to receive ante rial via 
postal, courier or other channels and place it in a dead drop which 
in turn would be serviced regularly from Greece, We recognise that 
the frequent servicing of a dead drop presents problems since it is 
difficult to persuade a team to sake more than three infiltration® 
in a single season, even though such infiltrations are of short 
duration, while to be really useful the proposed live letter/dead 
letter drop should b© serviced more frequently. We therefor© suggest 
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that (as a final resort only) the servicing of the dead letter-drop 
(as distinguished frda the actual contacting of the agent) be 
performed by several different groups in rotation, without regard 
to whether such groups have contacts in the area. The practicality 
of such a proposal naturally depends on such factors as the distance 
of the drop from the border, the availability of guides, etc., but 
might be considered a useful way of occupying some of the agents 
who have been held for years without being used, 

b, We assume that Fig and billow will be used again in some way. How- 
ever, we feel that the planning of this season' s operations must 
take into account the compromise of many of the team's contacts owing 
to the betrayal of Fig by Adam Zenelli . The debriefing of Fig 
(SGAA-7125) indicates that Willow was also involved as a result of 
the contact between Zenelli and Air slack' s wife. We are compelled 
to assume that everything known about the teams by Zenelli is known 
to the opposition. Since this at a minimum includes the identities 
of Airelec, Airbred and Airbrake of Fig and Airslack of ,!P ill©w f it 
must further be assumed that the relatives and known friends of these 
four have been spotted and will be watched throughout the season. If 
Fig and Willow are sent back without regard to these facts there is 
a serious risk that the teens will be lost} the best that we can 
expect is that they will spend much of their time in flight and will 
produce little of value. W© therefore recommend that any mission 
given to either team involve only those contacts about whose compromise 
via Zenelli there can be no doubt whatever. It might also be helpful 
to LCFLUTT3R the team members before remounting either team. 



o. As to the actual objective for Fig and Willow, the field will have 
its own ideas. We suggest, however, that an effort be made to gain 
more permanent benefits from Fig's remaining contacts* le therefore 
propose for your consideration the possibility of giving third party 
iV/T training to the best contact and attempting to sst up a permanent 
link. Alternative links for your consideration would be the live- 
letter drop mentioned above or a state ewids letter* drop (using 
medium-grade S.W.) , A further objective, we feel, should be to 
revive if practicable, one of the original purposes of the mission, 
which was to make contact with Identity (l). As you will recall, 
identity (1) was alleged to be the chief figure in a resistance 
network in Korea. 

d, I "jtates that in the course of Fig's first infiltration in 1952, 

'■^POLL An proposed traveling to Tirana to contact a brother but was 
prevented from doing so by Airwise, We do not know how seriously 
RH DOLLAR intended this proposal nor how he expected to travel. How- 
ever, we feel it should be discussed with him. lie has impressed 
those who know him as a shrewd individual, capable of carrying out 
more daring missions than the others. It might be possible, therefore, 
to persuade him to attempt to reach Tirana by bus, as on© of Fig's 
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contacts proposed doing this year (3GAA-7125, para 3 (l) ) • In this 
connection, RMPOLLAR has been known to say that "he would go any- 
where" with Airspray. We are aware that the latter has fallen afoul 
of Gangplank’s office and her been placed on an island to bumble him. 
Perhaps Gangplank would now be willing to release hi® to KUBARK , 

Fro® all accounts, he is the only Albanian in Greece who can compare 
with R81UTL0G in operational experience and daring. If (either on 
.foot with Airspray or someone else, or alone and by bus) , RSfOLLAK 
could be persuaded to attempt to contact his brother in Tirana, we 
would propose as a mission the recruiting of the brother as a 
resident agent, live drop or safe-house. We ..would further propose 
providing the brother with the address of a live drop in the border 
area and instructing him to forward letters regularly to that 
address, whether or not he has anything to report. Once eueh a link 
is established it may be possible to exploit contacts in Tirana avail- 
able to other sources (e.g. Hamid Mitrovica of SGM-7656 or Holand 
Kojsi Pop® of STTA-3561 or Aiquad) who could communicate with BHDOLLAR’s 
brother via a dead drop which he would be instructed to establish and 
service. Admittedly the foregoing is a compendium of "iffy" propositions. 
We suggest then as an indication of the way in which we feel the problem 
of establishing usable assets in Albania should be approached , rather 
than as fir® recommendations. 

e. In the event that RNBQLLAR Is unwilling to aecept the Tirana assign- 
ment or it is not feasible for other reasons, we propose that he be 
considered for an operation in the Konispol area, which is his home 
and where, presumably, he has some useful contacts. 

f. As we have stated before, we consider the contacting of Ailion a 
priority objective for 1954. The very excellent analysis of the pos- 
sibilities contained in SGAA-7902 has just been received in head- 
quarters and is being studied. Our comments will be forwarded shortly, 

g. The foregoing exhausts the specific operational suggestions which 
headquarters feels able to contribute at this time to your planning 
for 1954. He have some additional questions, however, which we hope 
you will b® able to answer. First, we are interested in your thinking 
regarding any additional RN CASTING teams. Second, we wish to know if 
any consideration has been given to exploiting Jaani Hitto’s contacts 
in the Albanian Army (i.e., mounting a project to approach any 
individuals he might recommend) 5 finally, we would be interested in 
learning of any use which you plan to make of Airlock and Airblown, 
both of whom appear to be several cuts above the usual agent, 

7. SasariLMag 

The spotting and recruiting of new agent material represents a continuing 
field responsibility which should always be (and we are certain, is) kept in 
the forefront of the field’s objectives. Headquarters tends to feel that we 
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will have to east our nets wider than hitherto. A continuing problem is that 
of the intermediary, Obviously, KUBARK officers cannot wander about inter- 
viewing potential prospects themselves. Squally obviously, It Is undesirable 
to become closely involved with a political group because of such factors as 
control and security. If possible, m should attempt to build up a string of 
indigenous spotters in all likely places and have recourse to them. We should 
be satisfied that these spotters are secure and have no loyalties to Albanian 
groups which outweigh their loyalty to KUBARK. There follows a review of tho 
possibilities as they appear to headquarters. 



a. Greece . Presumably we are adequately covered in Greece as regards 
new arrivals from Albania. Lavrlon appears to be worked out, except 
for support types. However, we would like to ask if the field 
considers that our present set-up gives us a complete picture of 
the Lavrion situation, or whether it might not be worthwhile to 
improve our spotting facilities there and separate them from the 
KTIIEIGH set-up. 



b. Trieste . We feel that Trieste has been somewhat neglected as a 
source of agent jpa to riel and that it might be worthwhile for a 
member of the j staff to make a trip there in the near future 

to go over theT,ists of Albanian refugees with Aicornb, Such a trip 
might also be worthwhile to examine the possibilities of maintaining 
coverage of the Albanian refugees in Trieste after Mconb departs. 
(It would also give! \a chance to_sssess Aicocib himself and

c. Italy . Unfortunately, most of the Albanians with whom we deal through 
HmSIGH are bound to their parties and could be expected to share their 
knowledge of our operations with their parties. This is true in less 
degree, however, of T email end Pashley, bath of whom (especially the 
latter; have demonstrated loyalty to KUBARK . W® therefore suggest 
that the field consider approaching these two individuals with a 
request that they name men over whom they sight have influence and 
who might prove ^effective agent material,/ Vight also consider 

discussing with^ (whether BGPRHFTX still could provide anyone 
worfla investigation. 



d. Istanbul . Thin Is relatively virgin territory for OBOHJS and here, 
too. the field might consider a trip to discuss the prospects with 
C. J However, we should state at this point that we are leary of 
-bet angle as a spotting and recruiting agent because of his close ties 
with HHCASTT G, Extremity and Excellence, Almost, certainly, anything 
known to him of KUBARK operations would shortly become known to 
UNGABTBIG and to Excellence,

as thoroughly as necessary and to take up any other questions the field may 
have* We naturally await with interest the field's views on the points raised 
in this dispatch. 
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
